Ite deseriptions is as follows: Obverse, 
cup, above it Shenath Beth, which equals 
the year 2, around the edge is Shekel 
Isracl; Reverse, Lily, Ierusalem Ha Fedosh, 
which means Jerusalem the Tioly. There are 
two factions in nurmismatic cireles as to 
the correct dating of this piece. ‘The old 
idea was they were made about 159 B.C. In 
recent years many have assigned them to 68 
Ke De. Both sides have good substantial 
claims for their method of dating and until 
some find of these has been made with other 
coins it is not for me to say which date is 
correct.
